ateapot; over the parclor; ““Love’s Labor Lost,”’
a gly allngion, no donbt, to the many tlirta-
tions there perpetrated; our bed-roowm is la-
beled “Taming of the Shrew' —it 13 & doubls
room; while a plethoric neighibor, of stertorons
balits, enjoys a “Milsummer Night's
Dream.” Hverythiog is redolent of the poet;
even the knives and forks bear his nama, and,
be it spoken reverently, Lis mug shines npon
the china, A young lad, a cripple with one
leg hanging uselessly at his side, olfers his
services as guide. All Americans employ him,
he pays, aud he boasts of having piloted Arte-
mus Ward aronnd the place, “lle asked me,”
gays he, “if Bhakespeare had all the wit there
wes in the country, and I told him he laft a
little for mwe.” Dat, to pedestrians, guides
are enormities, and declining his proffsred
services, we proceed to the school where the
poet imbibed “little Latin and less Greek' —na
small nointeresting building, which consnmeas
very little admiration., A marrow by-path
across the flelds, where daisles and battercups
are noddiog their sunny heads, leads to Aon
Hathaway's cottage, whither the lover often
walked as the dim twilight stole upon the earth
or a5 the bright moon shone over the fase of
natare, shedding light upon the mystsries of
her pages. God loves the country, and thare
His works most shadow forth the greatness of
His glory. Tall trees wave gracefully at the
| coruers of the hedges, and just beyond the
creaking turnstile tumblea a orystal brook,
here and there forming an ambitions pool,
that eddies round and round, trying for the
| embrace of the overhanging turf, or in still-

Daring the last twelve months flive
coples of the letter have been placed beafors ma
for my opinion, as ‘an expert,” as to thelr re-
gpective geouineness. Two were roughly exea-
outed, but one was &0 well done that it would
have deceived almost any oune. Dyron for-
geries are more common thao any other. In
1862 1 detected some of them in the then
Bibiiotheque National, Parls, side by side with
palpable imitations of Shelley, and, strangs to
say, of poor Connt d'Orsay, who had died not
loug Lelore, and was a Parisian ‘to the manor
born.’

““As I am almost certain that Mesera, (alig-
nani pever parted with Lord Byron's original
Ietter, T am foclined to suspect that the old
ghopkeeper mentioned in last mouth's ‘Gos-
gip' must have copied the copy which Galig-
naui published in fac-simile,”

English physioians have long since deoided
that this great farr of Bigginuggar 18 another
prolific cause of cholera. We have already
pointed out many of the causes of the disease
At thega festivals, but we have still to men-
tion that muoh of the food nsed by the de-
votees is prepared and sold by the prissts [n
the tump}:-s. Dr. Nardoo says it ia always
greasy, often acrid, and somstimes almost
putrid, The pilgrims eat it with eagerness,
taking mo mnotice of ita condition, taste, or
quality, as they are deaply impressed that sy
sorutiny is blasphemons. They drink very
gour tyre, and feel themselves refreshad and
very much satisfied for tha first twenty-four
hours. But on tha segond or third day all the
canees of diarrhewa snd cobolern, vis, bad
food, meld drinks, wet clothes, exposure to
the night air, exhanpstion, dissipation,
abgence  of surface, cleanlinesa aunld
drainage begin their operation, and soon
attain great inotensity. The oitadel of
Bellary 18 only & few miles away from Biggi-
nngear, and, in conzequenca, ainos 1518 ap to
the present time, cholera Las never for a singls
year been absent from Bollary. Itia sitnated
on a grauite rock five huadred feet high. Oan
its bare surface only & seauty vegstation grows
and the =oil at its baze is e¢qually sterile ane
dried up beneath the flary rays of the Iodian
sun, There are no marshes, rivers, or densa
and exuberant vegetation, which may atford
cholera a congenial soil; bat the burial place
of each snccessive Boglish regiment bears sad
testimony to its penpanent and norelaxed
activity.
